WEYMOUTH has been 
swamped by more than 
double its normal July 
rainfall in just 48 hours as 
widespread flooding 
brought chaos to Dorset. 

Rivers burst their banks, 
roads, homes and busi¬ 
nesses were flooded, rail 
services were suspended 
and familiar areas became 
unrecognisable as they dis¬ 
appeared under a brown 
tide of floodwater. 

Weymouth’s Radipole 
Lake burst its banks and 
flooded the Swannery car 
park - soon to be an 
Olympic park and ride 
point - while Radipole 
Park Drive was completely 
submerged to become one 
of dozens of roads closed 
by police. 

The Ghurka Restaurant 
and Palm House cafe be¬ 
came soggy islands near 
Swannery Bridge while the 
nearby RSPB centre, 
which only recently re¬ 
opened after an upgrade, 
was badly hit by waist 
deep floodwater which de¬ 
stroyed much of the build¬ 
ing’s contents. 

One spectator watching 
the Swannery flooding 
said: “It was worse in 
1955. There was more 
flooding then because 
straw blocked the sluice 
gates.”

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RUNNING enthusiast Brian Shelley was born in 
Nottingham. 

After taking degree courses in Surrey and 
Cardiff he forged a career in education, specialis¬ 
ing in teaching children with learning and behav¬ 
iour difficulties. After 24 years as headteacher of 
a special needs school he retired and moved to 
Bridport where he now lives. 

A keen runner for over 30 years, the 64-year-old 
is secretary of Bridport Runners as well as clerk 
to the governors of St Mary's Primary School. 

He is married with two sons and four grandchil¬ 
dren. 


■ HAVE you always loved running? 

I started running over 30 years ago to keep fit. It was re¬ 
ally to help with my basketball and squash, but it soon 
became an obsession and started to take precedence. 

■ DO you enjoy any other sports? 

I enjoy watching cricket and football, especially Derby 
County. I have supported the Rams since I lived in Derby 
and saw the great Brian Clough's team win the league in 
the 70's. 

■ WHAT made you join the Bridport Runners? 

I joined the Bridport Runners completely by accident. I 
was running past St Mary's Playing Field in Bridport and 
saw the club training there. Before that, I had been run¬ 
ning on my own or occasionally with just one or two 
friends for over 30 years. The club is small and friendly 
and accepts all standards of runners of all ages. My own 
running has improved a great deal since joining the club. 

■ IS the Bridport area a good place for running? 

This is the best place I know for running. What could be 
better than running along the Jurassic Coast? Whenever 
I am struggling up the paths to the top of Thorncombe 
Beacon in the early morning or late evening I think of all 
those poor runners in towns and cities who only have 
roads or parks to run through. 

■ WHICH sportsmen/women do you admire? 

I greatly admire Paula Ratcliffe, Mo Farrah and Brian 
Clough. I also admire Peter Taylor and Colin Todd (both 
played for Derby County and England). 

■ ARE there any tips or secrets to improving running 
technique? 

I really recommend running with a group. It gives you a 
chance to share ideas and worries about injuries and nig¬ 
gles. It's also important to listen to what your body is 
telling you - it knows best. 

■ WHAT'S the longest run you have taken part in? 

I have run eight marathons, including London, New York 
and Brighton. It was my second visit to New York so I had 
seen all the sights already, but it is my favourite city and 
to be able to run through all the boroughs with such 
evocative names for people brought up on American 
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films and TV - Brooklyn, the Bronx, etc. Wow. Also it was 
the first time I had run a marathon with my son.That was 
special. 

■ WHAT do you eat prior to a long run? 

Muesli or porridge with honey 

■ HAVE you had any adventures while running? 

I was bitten by a horse on a footpath through a field I 
used regularly in Kent. Usually the horse stayed at the 
other end of the field. On this occasion he seemed to cor¬ 
ner me near the stile and as I turned to get over it he 
gave me a nip on my shoulder, bruising it. I have been 
wary of horses ever since. 

Another time I was running along a footpath with a 
friend. I was ahead of him as I was a bit younger than him 
and a bit faster. 

Suddenly he sprinted past me shouting "bullocks!" I saw 
just behind him a herd of young cows galloping towards 
us. I speeded up and luckily we both made the stile be¬ 
fore the bullocks. 

■ HOW many pairs of running shoes do you go 
through a year? 

Two, one road pair and one off road pair. 

■ DO you have a dream run you would like to take 
part in? 

Along a beach made up of firm sand that stretches for 
miles and miles beside a sparkling sea, or perhaps fol¬ 
lowing our amazing network of coastal footpaths going 
around the whole coastline of Great Britain. 

■ WHAT would you say to someone thinking of tak¬ 
ing up running? 

Go for it, it not only keeps you fit, it is the best form of 
stress release I know. It's also the best cure for a hangover 
(if you can get past the first mile). Try out the Great Brid¬ 
port Fun Run on July 15th or join the Bridport Runners. 
Don't use a treadmill, get out and enjoy the fresh air and 
scenery. 

■ WHICH person living or dead would you ideally 
like to have running alongside you on a long run? 

Both my grandfathers. One died in 1906 and the other in 
1920,30 years before I was born. Knowing how precious 
my relationship is with my grandchildren it would have 
been lovely to talk to them about their life experiences 
so different from my own, especially my maternal grand¬ 
father who was a bargee on the Gloucester Birmingham 
Canal in the early years of the 20th century.

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Homes and businesses

Parts of the Park District were 
flooded as residents barricaded their 
homes with sandbags and Nottington 
and Upwey were badly affected by 
floodwater, which was nearly a metre 
deep in places. 

Weymouth weatherman Bob Poots 
said July’s normal rainfall was 
37.6mm but a staggering 114.5mm 
fell in just the first week including 
more than 80mm in 48 hours. 

He said Weymouth has already 
recorded the highest April and June 
rainfall figures since records began 
in 1880 and is now heading rapidly 
towards another monthly record with 
only 1957 with 119.6mm, 1950 with 


136.3mm and the current record 
holder - 1955 with 183mm - stand¬ 
ing in the way of fresh weather his¬ 
tory. 

Mr Poots added: “It has been years 
since Weymouth has seen prolonged 
heavy rain like that and it seems to 
be a year for breaking rainfall 
records.” 

Police and fire service personnel 
were rushed off their feet and Chief 
Superintendent David Griffith said 
police dealt with more than 100 
weather related incidents while 
Dorset Fire and Rescue Service were 
called out to scores of incidents in¬ 
volving flooded properties and vehi¬ 
cles stuck in floodwater. 


These included hard hit Burton 
Bradstock as well as Bridport, Little- 
moor, Maiden 

Newton, Bradpole, Toller Porco- 
rum, Broadwindsor, Westham, 
Broadoak, Charmouth, Melplash and 
Southwell on Portland. 

Chief Superintendent Griffith said: 
“Do not take risks driving through 
flood waters. This is not just impor¬ 
tant for motorists’ own vehicles but 
also in view of other people’s prop¬ 
erty as the spray caused by driving 
through deep water can lead to 
waves, flooding adjacent properties 
and vehicles.” 


Too big and too dose" says 
MP of offshore wind farm 


RICHARD DRAX, MP for South 
Dorset, held an adjournment debate 
in the House of Commons over the 
Navitus Bay offshore windfarm, pro¬ 
posed for the waters off the Jurassic 
Coast. 

“Dorset and East Devon’s stunning 
Jurassic coast is the only natural UN¬ 
ESCO world heritage site in Eng¬ 
land,” said Mr Drax. 

“The Great Barrier Reef has the 
same status and if we were to suggest 
building 300 wind turbines off that, 
the Australians would tell us, in typ¬ 
ically blunt fashion, exactly where to 
go- 

“World Heritage status is a prized 
designation and a magnet for 16 mil¬ 
lion visitors every year. Tourists 
spend nearly £700m a year there and 
support more than 45,000 jobs. And 
yes, the unspoilt view is key to this 
success, so why are we considering 
jeopardising this jewel by siting a 
giant wind farm just offshore?” 

Mr Drax said that he had written to 
UNESCO warning them that the 
Jurassic coast was in danger of being 


blighted by this development. They 
had replied, he said, and were writ¬ 
ing to the UK’s permanent delega¬ 
tion to UNESCO and to the World 
Heritage Committee. They were also 
demanding a visual analysis of the 
potential negative impact on the 
coastline. 

“UNESCO considered withdrawing 
the world heritage designation given 
to the beautiful and secluded site of 
Mont Saint Michel in France when it 
was threatened by just three wind 
turbines 20 km away, “ added Mr 
Drax. 

“The French electricity firm in¬ 
volved quickly backed down and 
Mont Saint Michel remains undis¬ 
turbed, surrounded by a permanent 
40 by 80 km exclusion zone.” 

Mr Drax’s speech was supported by 
other Dorset MPs, including Christo¬ 
pher Chope, Conor Burns and Tobias 
Ellwood - all of whom said that the 
proposals were a source of great con¬ 
cern to their constituents. 

The Minister for Climate Change, 
Charles Hendry, responded that it 


was the Government’s policy to re¬ 
place 15 per cent of the UK’s energy 
needs with renewables by 2020. He 
did not address the question of the 
World Heritage designation. 

Although precise details of the 
windfarm will not be available until 
the autumn of 2013, the location is 
set, in an area the size of the Isle of 
Purbeck, just off the Isle of Wight. It 
will be visible from most of the 
Jurassic coastline and will cover a 
third of the horizon when looking out 
to sea from Swanage. 

The requirement for generation of 
between 900MW and 1200MW of 
electricity annually will mean be¬ 
tween 100 and 333 turbines, depend¬ 
ing upon their size. 

In addition, despite Department for 
Energy and Climate Change’s guide¬ 
lines which suggest that wind farms 
should be further than 23km off¬ 
shore, much of the proposed Navitus 
Bay site is within 13km of landfall. 

“The truth is that Navitus Bay will 
be too big and too close,” says Mr 
Drax. 


Houses approved despite stability fears 


PLANNERS have backed three homes being built at Old 
Castle Road, Weymouth, despite nearby residents’ fears 
about threats to land stability. 

Objectors claimed the development threatened the sta¬ 
bility of homes on either side while Councillor Jane Hall 
said it was “overdevelopment”, questioning whether 
“rooftop retreats” were out of character with the surround¬ 
ings. 

Agent David Crosland warned that unless something was 
done about stability in a reasonable length of time then the 
road would collapse, adding that councillors had an oppor¬ 
tunity here to approve something which was “complemen¬ 
tary to the heritage coastline”. 

Councillor Anne Kenwood said the area was so unstable 
that she was concerned at any residential development 
there, but officers said the proposal offered “protection to 
the proposed houses and the adjacent section of Old Castle 
Road.” 

Other concerns were voiced about possible piledriving, 
but officers said piles would be bored not driven, Council¬ 
lor Ray Banham saying that what he’d now been told had 
allayed his initial concerns about the scheme. 

Vice-chairman Councillor Robbie Dunster said: “I feel 
it will improve the outlook of a mess of land which is not 
very slightly.” 

The meeting then approved the scheme on a 7-1- vote.

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Call to help make 
blue butterflies 


A CALL has gone out to all creative people in the area to 
get making butterflies! 

The Portland Blue Butterfly Project has been busily cre¬ 
ating the little creatures since May. The plan is for them 
to be studded all over the High Angle Battery on Portland 
to enhance the Doldrum’s Lair production, part of the 
Battle for the Winds opening ceremony for the sailing 
events of the London 2012 Olympics on July 27th. 

The aim was to have 2692 butterflies - one to represent 
every young person who lives on Portland. Although the 
organisers - Activate Performing Arts and Portland Com¬ 
munity Partnership - are doing really well, they are still 
several hundred short 
of their target. 

The butterfly designs 
are based on the Creta¬ 
ceous Silver Studded 
Blue Butterfly which is 
found only on Portland. 

Butterflies should be 
no larger than 10cm or 
four inches wide and 
can be made from any 
material including old 
cans, felt, fabric, plas¬ 
tic, beads, cardboard, metal and wood, some have even 
been knitted. As they will be outside materials with some 
resistance to the weather would be best. Butterflies should 
be based on blue in the middle with a thin, black inner 
edging and a wider white outer edging. 

Lots of ideas and a template for the shape can be down¬ 
loaded from http://portlandbluebutterfly.blogspot.co.uk/ 

Each butterfly needs to be attached to wire so it can be 
placed into the grass around the High Angle Battery site. 
If you would like some free floristry wire to attach to your 
butterfly, you can pick some up from the Island Commu¬ 


nity Action office or contact 07815 756 946. An artist can 
help you attach it if you cannot manage this part your¬ 
self. 

The deadline for 
completed butter¬ 
flies has been ex¬ 
tended to July 20th 
and they can be 
dropped off at at Is¬ 
land Community 
Action, Easton Cen¬ 
tre between the 
hours of 10-2pm or 
sent to Activate Per¬ 
forming Arts, 7-9

Barracks, Bridport Road, Dorchester, Dorset DTI 1SQ. 

Butterflies will become part of an artwork, and cannot 
be returned. The organisers will be most grateful for any 
butterflies submitted, including multiple entries.

(Thursday) in Weymouth 
to provide a massive wel¬ 
come for the Olympic 
Torch. 

Local schools, colleges, 
artists, musicians and vol¬ 
unteers have been busily 
preparing the Moving 
Tides Procession which 
will lead the Olympic 


torch celebrations. 

Moving Tides was 
launched in 2008 to keep 
Weymouth and Portland’s 
rich tradition of summer 
carnival alive. 

“Oceans of the World” 
is the theme of this year’s 
procession, reflecting the 
London 2012 sailing 
events that will take place 
in the borough. 

Forty huge sails will 


cruise through Weymouth 
along with spectacular 
costumes and props deliv¬ 
ering the perfect carnival 
atmosphere for this his¬ 
toric occasion. 

The vibrant, high energy 
procession which moves 
off from the Pavilion at 
3.45pm will also feature; 
Jurassic puppets made by 
Royal Manor Arts Col¬ 
lege, and Angler fish 


puppets by Budmouth 
students. 

Music will be created 
by participants’ rhythmic 
drumming on junk instru¬ 
ments, provided by 
Weapons of Sound. 

Drumming workshops, 
teaching the Moving 
Tides ‘beat’, have taken 
place in participating 
schools by Magic Drum 
and James Kimber of 


Britain’s most eco- 
friendly junk band, 
Weapons of Sound. 

As the Moving Tides 
Procession arrives at the 
Live Site on Weymouth 
Beach at about 5.10pm 
Magic Drum will take to 
the stage to perform along 
with 300 drummers from 
the Moving Tides Proces¬ 
sion heralding the arrival 
of the Olympic flame in 
Chickerell at about 
5.40pm. 

A torchbearer will carry 
the flame along Garston 
Hill onto Chickerell Road, 
past Budmouth School 
and onto Lanehouse 
Rocks Road. It will then 
be carried along Portland 
Road, arriving at the 
Chesil Beach Centre at 
about 6.37pm. 

The flame will be trans¬ 
ferred (not visible to the 
public) to the Weymouth 
and Portland National 
Sailing Academy where it 
will be put on board a sail¬ 
ing boat and then trans¬ 
ferred to a rib to take the 
torch around Weymouth 
Bay before it is moved to 
a rowing gig. The last 
torchbearer of the day will 
collect the flame on the 
beach and light the caul¬ 
dron ready for the evening 


celebration. 

A second allocation of 
700 wristbands for the free 
evening celebration were 
snapped up earlier this 
week when they were re¬ 
leased by Weymouth and 
Portland Borough Coun¬ 
cil.

From Weston the torch- 
bearers will travel along 
Reforne and Easton Street 
to the junction with Grove 
Road. 

The torch will reappear 
at Portland Heights Hotel 
and at 8.06am will be car¬ 
ried onto Yeates Road, 
Priory Road and New 
Road onto the High Street 
in Fortuneswell and onto 
Chesil Beach Road. 

The flame will be driven 
back to Weymouth, visible 
to the public again at Bux¬ 
ton Road at 8.30am. 

From there it will carried 


by torchbearers onto Rod- 
well Road, Rodwell Av¬ 
enue, Spring Road, Cove 
Street, Cove Row and into 
the Asda car park on 
Newstead Road (8.55am). 

The torch will leave the 
car park at 9.11am onto 
Westwey Road into King 
Street and onto the Es¬ 
planade on towards 
Greenhill, arriving at Lod- 
moor Country Park car 
park by 9.37am. 

The flame will be driven 
to Preston (not visible to 
the public) and be passed 
back to a a torchbearer 
outside number 37 Pre¬ 
ston Road at 10am to be 
carried to the junction 
with Sutton Road before 


leaving Weymouth for 
Osmington.

Supermarket car parking perils 

"ASDA - Saving you money every day". 

This is an Asda slogan. See how it tallies with our 
experience on Friday, July 6th. 

My wife and I shopped at Asda Weymouth that day 
for the first time in a couple of years, following the 
re-development and road works. The car park was 
quite unfamiliar and very busy, and it was raining. 

Half an hour or so later, after shopping, I had been 
given a parking ticket with a fine of £60. (From the 
time on the ticket it is almost certain that we were 
seen parking by the attendant, that he could see we 
were senior citizens, and that he could simply have 
directed us elsewhere). 

Of course we complained, and were told by the at¬ 
tendant that we were in a high-sided vehicle section, 
and shown the "appropriate" sign. 

This was completely astonishing. The sign was as 
good as unnoticeable when seeking a parking space, 
in traffic, and bad weather, and right next to the 
chaotic recycling bins section. On investigation 
(after getting the parking ticket), it became clear that 
the only warning sign had been hidden by a high¬ 
sided vehicle! A very prominent sign near the en¬ 
trance should be there as a warning. 

It is outrageous, and beyond belief, that anyone can 
be fined in any supermarket car park. It is absolutely 
the last thing anyone expects. After the event, within 
five minutes while we were waiting to leave, two 
other cars parked in this area in complete ignorance 
of their error. Of course they were grateful for our 
warning, and moved elsewhere in disbelief. 

This must be a very lucrative business for someone. 
I'm not clear whether it is Asda or the council who is 
responsible, but what a wonderful way to welcome 
customers. They'll be able to make a fortune from 
unwary Olympic visitors! 

Obviously we will be switching back to Morrisons!

Relief road verges becoming established 


THE innovative approach to verges 
along the side of the Weymouth Re¬ 
lief Road is already having remark¬ 
able benefits, according to the 
county’s leading ecologist. 

The last of the 125,000 trees, 
shrubs and marginal plants to be 
planted along the Weymouth Relief 
Road, which went in this spring, are 
growing well thanks to the wettest 
April on record and plenty of rain 
ever since. 

Butterflies, including the country’s 
smallest resident butterfly, are al¬ 
ready moving in, demonstrating the 
wildlife benefits of this approach to 
verges. 

Six hectares of bare chalk have 
been transformed into wildflower 
areas using local seeds so they tie in 
with the surrounding landscape. 

More trees and shrubs have also 


been planted at the Mount Pleasant 
park and ride site, which has been re¬ 
designed to help reduce future main¬ 
tenance costs. Work has now started 
on a five year maintenance pro¬ 
gramme to ensure the recently 
planted trees and shrubs get estab¬ 
lished. 

County ecologist Dr Phil Sterling 
said: “Our in-house grounds services 
workforce and contractors Knighton 
Countryside Management have 
worked extremely hard to complete 
the planting before the Olympics. In 
the past, we always put 30cm of top¬ 
soil on all verges when we reinstated 
them after an improvement scheme. 
Whilst the ground greens up quickly 
with that depth of soil, the grass 
needs regular cutting to keep it under 
control and we create ourselves a 
maintenance liability forever. In 


some places on the Weymouth Relief 
Road, we have used much less top¬ 
soil than this or none at all. 

“The early results are remarkable. 
On the main cuttings through the 
Ridgeway we have reduced our 
maintenance costs over a wide area 
to virtually nil. We have over 20 
species of wildflower thriving and 
four species of butterfly are now 
breeding there, including the very 
local Small Blue, which feeds on the 
yellow Kidney Vetch. 

“The downside is that in the short 
term the verges may look ‘unfin¬ 
ished’ or scruffy - but after a year or 
two the benefits are clear. 

“We will use the lessons learnt 
from the landscape methods we have 
tried on the Weymouth Relief Road 
to promote more sustainable man¬ 
agement practices across our 
grounds and premises.”

"We have tables inside and out serving everything from 
coffee to a full meal and particular emphasis has been 
placed on English wines.

We are a happy place in between."

Going batty in Weymouth 

THE RSPB at Weymouth Wetlands are inviting people to 
their Radipole Lake reserve to meet some of the stars of 
the night. 

The team are running more of their very popular bat 
walks on the next two Fridays, July 13th and 20th, so 
book early to avoid disappointment. 

Resident bat man Dan Bartlett will be running the 
events with RSPB volunteers and as usual, they will start 
with a fascinating chat about these beautiful and magi¬ 
cal mammals. 

Said Dan: "Then as dusk falls, we'll go off round the re¬ 
serve armed with detectors that pick up the calls bats 
use to echolocate and find their prey, usually moths and 
other large insects." 

"On a good night, we can expect to find four or five 
species including the common pipistrelle, the Dauben- 
tons or water bat and then larger ones like the noctule 
and serotin." 

Bats are the only true flying mammal and they account 
for more than a quarter of mammal species in the UK and 
around a fifth of all mammal species worldwide. 

Dan will also be debunking a few myths about bats. 
"For instance, they're not blind although they do hear 
better than they see, making very high pitched calls and 
using the returning echo to get a picture of what is 
around them in the dark. They are excellent navigators 
so they're not likely to fly into your hair no matter how 
close they might get!" 

The bat events are on from 8pm until late, starting from 
The RSPB Wild Weymouth Discovery Centre in the town's 
Swannery car park. 

Booking is essential and there is a fee, which goes to¬ 
wards the charity's conservation work. Call 01305 778313 
for more information or to book a place.
